(6.)  Applications  as  to  the  custody  of  and  access  to 
in  fauts. 

(7.)  Applications  as  to  leases  and  sales  of  settled 
estates;  to  enable  minors,  with  the  approbation

NEW  WESTMINSTER  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


ELECTRIC  LIGHT  LOAN  BY-LAW  NO.  2. 

A Titf~ljatr  to  raise  by  J^oan  the  sum  of  $3hfOOO  for 
the  purpose  of  (idiliny  to  the  pletnt  anil  equijmieut 
of  the  Jttlertric  Light  JVorhs  of  the  City  of  yew 
Westminster.  ^ 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  for  the 
efficient  and  economical  operation  of  the  Elec- 
tric Light  VV'orks,  owned  and  operated  by  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  City  of  New  Westminster,  that  another  in- 
candescent dynamo  should  be  procured,  as  well  as 
additional  boilers,  machinery  and  other  equipments; 

And  whereas  it  will  be  necessary,  in  order  to  pro- 
cure the  same,  to  raise  by  loan  the  sum  of  $25,000; 

And  whereas  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  said  sum 
of  $25,000,  it  will  be  necessary  to  issue  debentures  for 
that  amount; 

And  whereas  for  the  payment  of  the  debentures, 
sinking  fimd  and  interest,  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise 
the  sum  of  $1,750  by  special  rate  each  year; 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable  pro- 
perty of  the  said  City,  according  to  the  last  revised 
Assessment  Roll,  is  $5,287,520; 

And  whereas  the  total  amount  of  the  existing  debt 
of  the  said  City  is  the  sum  of  $758,500; 

And  whereas,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  said 
yearly  sum  of  $1,750,  an  equal  special  rate  of  one-third 
of  one  mill  in  the  dollar  will  be  required; 

Therefore,  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  New  Westminster,  enacts  as  follows: — 
1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  said  City 
to  raise  by  way  of  loan  from  any  person  or  persons, 
body  or  bodies  corporate,  who  may  be  willing  to  ad- 
vance the  same  on  credit  of  the  debentures  hereinafter 
mentioned,  a sum  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  whole 
the  sum  of  $25,000. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  cause  any 
number  of  debentures  to  be  made  for  such  sums  of 


money  as  may  be  required,  but  not  for  less  than  $100 
each,  such  debentures  to  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the 
Corporation,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City. 

3.  The  said  debentures  shall  bear  date  the  1st  of 
December,  1891,  and  shall  be  made  payable  in  fifty 
years  at  furthest  from  said  date,  and  the  same  may  be 
payable  in  any  place  or  places  authorized  by  law,  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers thereof  and  the  said  Mayor,  and  the  said  de- 
bentures shall  have  attached  to  them  coupons  for  the 
payment  of  interest. 

4.  The  said  debentures  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  date  tliere- 
of,  which  interest  shall  be  payable  half-yearly  on  the 
first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each  and  every  year. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  debentures,  and  for  the  payment 
of  interest  thereon,  an  equal  annual  special  rate  of 
one-third  of  one  mill  in  the  dollar  shall  be  levied  and 
collected,  in  addition  to  all  other  rates,  in  each  year 
upon  all  the  rateable  property  in  the  said  City  during 
the  currency  of  the  said  debentures  or  any  of  them. 

6.  All  moneys  arising  from  the  said  rate  beyond  the

8.  This  By-Law,  before  the  final  passing  thereof, 
shall  receive  the  assent  of  the  electors  of  the  City  in 
the  manner  provided  in  the  “New  Westminster  Act, 
1888,”  and  amending  Acts. 

9.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  “The  Electric 
Light  Loan  By-Law'  No.  2.”
